Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-8, 1 8-21 , and 27-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "manipulating the 
original packet into a manipulated packet by sending the original packet to the 
manipulation equipment", when the manipulating is considered within the specific 
combination of steps recited in the method of claims 5-8 and 18-21 . The prior art of 
record falls to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "if the retrieved 
original packet is determined to have been targeted toward the manipulation 
system, send the retrieved original packet to the manipulation module", when 
such manipulation system is considered within the specific structure of the device 
recited in claim 27.
